Action) is the longest-running flagship national network news program broadcast 
by TV5 in the Philippines.[1] Its primetime weekday edition is anchored by Erwin Tulfo and Luchi 
Cruz-Valdez, with special segments hosted by MJ Marfori andLourd de Veyra on 

weekdays. Aksyon-third of five editions is broadcast Weeknights at 6:00 pm to 7:00 pm. 
(PST). 

Aksyon is recently extended into Aksyon sa Umaga-first of four editions (morning at 5:00 
am), Aksyon sa Tanghali-second of four editions (noontime at 12:00 nn), Aksyon Tonite-four 
of five editions (late-night at 10:00 pm) and Aksyon 24-last of five editions (midnight at 12:30 
am). The newscast is simulcasted onAksyonTV, on radio thru 92.3 News FM in Mega 

Manila and its provincial Radyo5 stations nationwide, and overseas throughKapatid 

TV5 and AksyonTV International, its television counterpart TeleSingko and its provincial radio 
stations based inBaguio, Cebu and Davao.[2] It has been the longest running Filipino evening 
primetime newscast after its inception on April 5, 2010.

Bediones-Cosim era 
Edit 

The newscast is based on News5's slogan "Higit sa Balita, Impormasyon at Kaganapan, 
Aksyon." which literally means "Beyond the news, information, and events, Action." Aksyon 
premiered on April 5, 2010 at 9:00 pm with Paolo Bediones andCheryl Cosim as its first 
anchors. The news program used a touch screen television called "Aksyon Board". It is also the 
first local newscast to report via Live-Pack in contrast to the OB Vans used by its competitors. 
There is also a round-up news update called Aksyon Ngayon anchored by Dindo Flora, Cristina 
Lazo, and former Tambayan 101.9 DJ Reggie Valdez. 


Bediones-Cosim-Tulfo era Edit 
On October 25, 2010, Erwin Tulfo of the police-report-and-public-service-segment Aksyon Metro 
joined the newscast and their time slot was moved from 9:30 pm to 5:30 pm. The same day, the 
newscast also introduced a new augmented virtuality set and OBB. 

On November 8, 2010, the newscast began its simulcast on the newly-launched 92.3 News FM. 


Cosim-Tulfo era Edit 

On February 17, 2011, Paolo Bediones left the newscast for Aksyon JournalisMO, leaving Cosim 
and Tulfo as the main anchors, with Shawn Yao (showbiz and weather) and Makata Tawanan 
(Makata's Super Bidyo) as segment anchors. The newscast was also given new graphics and 
new virtual background while starting its simulcast on AksyonTV on February 21, 2011. In the 
opening ident, gave a sneak peek of the day's headlines with clips from the specific news items, 
before, the opening billboard retained, after which, Martin Andanar provided the voice-over 
"Mula sa TV5 newscenter Manila, ito ang Aksyon" to introduce the newscast and its 


anchorpersons. 
As of May 16, 2011, Aksyon moved to 6:30pm to 7:30pm timeslots at the same ratings in order 
for the latter show to compete with rivals TV 


Patrol and 24 Oras. 

On June 6, 2011, the newscast added a news desk while updating their graphics and title 
card. Makata's Super Bidyo, a video features segment, was reformatted with its new 
nameMakatang Gala (The Stray Poet), where Makata Tawanan goes on streets to bring 


information to its viewers. 

On July 11, 2011, Aksyon is simulcast worldwide with the launch of Kapatid TV5 and AksyonTV 
International while starting to feature news from overseas Filipino communities. On July 18, 
2011, Aksyon is simulcast live nationwide along with the rest of the TV5 Kapatid shows. Aksyon

On the same day as the relaunch, Shawn Yao was retained the segment host for Showbiz 
Aksyon, whileLourd De Veyra retained as a weather forecaster and trivia of the day. A five week 
later after the relaunch, Makata Tawanan later returned as a reinstated humor and features 
reporter. 

On February 6, 2012, Aksyon divided into two parts, Metro Aksyon at 5:15 to 5:30pm, it focuses 
to police reports around Metro Manila, and Rodolfo Jun Sabayton hosted "Anong Problema 
Mo", and the remaining 30 minutes is the national and other news starting at 6:00 to 8:00 pm at 
the same timeslot with TV Patrol and 24 Oras. On February 20, 2012, along with Good Morning 
Club, Balitaang Tapat, Aksyon News Alert and Pilipinas News, Aksyon was reformat with some 
bigger and better changing their new refreshing graphics, new set, new opening billboard (OBB) 
and new title card to reflect their new red color change. 


2nd Anniversary Special Reformat Edit 


On March 2, 2012, to celebrate Aksyon's 5nd anniversary, Aksyon introduced a new opening 
titles (featuring the Aksyon of the past and the present). A retrospective segment was also 
added in to commemorate the best events covered during the first 2 years. April 6, 2015 saw 
newly improved weather graphics and reporting (in a nod to earlier reports in the past) debut, 
including a five day forecast. 


On January 7, 2013, it has a new segment called Happy News. 
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Aksyon titlecard from October 14, 2013 - July 19, 2014. 

On October 14, 2013, Aksyon, along with Pilipinas News, reformtted their new logo, new 
graphics, new opening titles and title card. A new set was also seen with a brighter flooring and 
background. 

On December 23, 2013, Aksyon, along with otherNews5 programs, will transfer from its former 
Novaliches studio to a larger TV5 Media Center in Mandaluyong.[3] 

On March 2014, the newcast has new two segment first is the Caught in Aksyon, its about the 
issues are accidents, violation, and wrongful activities caught on CCTV Cameras. Second 
isMakatarugan Ba?, its about the issues that one or more individuals has a violations in a law, it 
will explained and anchored by Atty. Mel Sta. Maria. 

On its trade launch last June 25, News5 announced the launch of the unified Aksyonbranding 
on its newscasts: beginning with Aksyon sa Umaga(5:00-7:00 am, replacing Good Morning 
Ser), the reformatted flagship Aksyon sa Tanghali(12:00-12:30 pm), Kiddie Aksyon (1:00-2:00 
pm),Aksyon (main primetime 6:30-7:30 pm), Aksyon Tonite (10:00-10:30 pm, replacing Pilipinas 
News) and Aksyon 24 (12:30-12:45 am).[4] Also News5 chief Luchi Cruz-Valdez will 

anchor Aksyon, replacing Cheryl Cosim, which in turn will anchor Aksyon Tonite.[5] The reformat 
will take place on July 21, 2014. 


On August 18, 2014, Aksyon sa Tanghaliextended their timeslot from 30 minutes (12:00-12:30 
pm) to 45 minutes (12:00-12:45 pm).

24, 2010.

Hourly news bulletins Edit 
Aksyon has hourly news bulletin spin-offs on television and radio. These are: 


= Aksyon Alert (formerly Aksyon Ngayon), the hourly news bulletin of TV5 airing every day 
with several anchors in different hours. When a developing story breaks, TV5 airs Aksyon 
News Alert instead of Aksyon Alert. 

= Aksyon Breaking, AksyonTV's top-of-the-hour news update. It airs the latest news on 
the hour, with the day's headlines presented before the end of the newscast. After the 
newscast, global and Asia-Pacific weather conditions are displayed. 

= Aksyon Weather, the hourly weather bulletin of AksyonTV airing every day in several 
hours. It is named after the previous weather segment of the early evening newscast. It is 
also the name of the weather segment of other newscasts aired on TV5 and AksyonTV, 
except for CNN Konek, Aksyon, Good Morning Club and Andar ng mga Balita. Foreign 
exchange rates are displayed right after the closing billboard. 

= Aksyon News Update, the radio news bulletin of Radyo5 92.3 News FM airing every 30 
minutes of every day. Aside from latest news, this radio news bulletin also airs reports 
from Radyo5 News Team. News FM airs Aksyon News Alert interrupting an ongoing 
program when a developing story breaks instead of Aksyon News Update.

The newscast premiered on October 25, 2010 at 10:30pm. Co-anchoring it were Cristy 

Fermin Cherie Mercado, Martin Andanar, andJove Francisco, all transferees from Aksyon 
Weekend. Andanar eventually left the show on February 14, 2011 to anchor his own TV version 
of Andar ng mga Balita on AksyonTV. 

Since no replacements was yet to be named for him, Atty. Mike Templo became his sit-in 
anchor, finishing the departed anchor's four remaining episodes. Paolo Bediones, who recently 
left Aksyon, was named as Andanar's permanent replacement on February 21, 2011. However, 
Bediones left the newscast for the return to co-anchor for Aksyon on September 30, 2011. 
SideTracked, a segment where Francisco presents World Wide Web news alongside reactions 
of viewers posted online, was revived in this newscast after being with Sentro and TEN: The 
Evening News. 

On September 28, 2011, News5 announced the appointment of Erika Padilla to the Lunchtime 
newscast. Their arrival to the newscast was scheduled to October 3 but it did not took effect as 
Puno was on a hosting Kalibre 41, Atty. Mike Templo became his anchor, finishing the departed 
anchor's five remaining episodes. Instead, Aksyon JournalisMOwas given a new and enhanced 
studio set, which was exclusively for Kalibre 41. 

On October 10, 2010, Atty. Dong Puno finally arriived the newscast joining Mercado and Jove 
Francisco (who recently out-of-studio anchors on location) with the addition of Cristy Fermin as 
one of the anchors, upon which it focuses on entertainment. The same night, the show updated 
its graphics, opening billboard, and title card. Another innovation for the newscast is by sending 
reactions through text messaging. Another addition is the segment Trending Aksyon, which 
focuses on different personalities in showbiz and Showbiz Aksyon where Fermin interviews 
showbiz personalities. 

On January 30, 2012, the newscast was updating their graphics and title cards. This was also 
the first time, Aksyonand Aksyon JournalisMO on TV5 and CNN Konek and Balitang 

60 on AksyonTV shared a common studio set-up.

Controversy Edit 


Mon Tulfo vs. Barreto/Santiago airport brawl Edit 

The Movie and Television Review and Classification Board is currently investigating the show, 
following its May 7, 2012 episode, in which the hosts issued threats to celebrity couple Raymart 
Santiago and Claudine Barretto in connection with the brawl with their brother Ramon Tulfo in 
the Ninoy Aquino International Airport Terminal 3 on May 6.[1] They made a public apology the 
following day, but they were still suspended from hosting the show as well as other News5 
programs aired in TV5 and AksyonTV for 3 days from May 9-11, 2012.12] 

The MTRCB suspend the show from May 10 to 17.[3] Ramon Tulfo, Martin Andanar and Atty 
Mel Sta. Maria hosted the May 9 episode before the suspension. TV5 is questioning the 
agency's action, declaring that it could threaten the freedom of the press.[4] A television version 
of Relasyon from Radyo5 92.3 News FM, hosted by Luchi Cruz-Valdezand Mel Sta. Maria, is 
filled up the T3's timeslot from May 10-11. As of May 14, the timeslot was occupied by Sharon: 
Kasama Mo, Kapatid and Metro Aksyon which was extended to 30 minutes, carrying T3's 
format, aside for bringing news. The suspension was later lifted by the MTRCB effectve May 17, 
only 7 days into the scheduled 20 day suspension after the settlement of MTRCB and TV5 and 
returned on air on the following day.I5] 

From May 30-June 20, 2012, T3 was once again suspended after a "thorough deliberation" by 
the MTRCB adjudication board.j6] T3's timeslot, once again, filled up by Metro Aksyon with T3 
hosts Ben and Raffy Tulfo anchoring. On June 20, 2012, 3 weeks into the scheduled 3 month 
suspension, the Court of Appeals issued a 60-day temporary restraining order (TRO) to stop the 
suspension.[7] It is expected to return on air on June 25. 


Carabuena vs. Fabros road rage incident Edit 

On August 11, 2012, the T3 crew saw the brawl between Robert Blair Carabuena, an executive 
in the Phillip Morrisand Saturnino Fabros, an MMDA enforcer in Quezon City. It was shown on 
the August 13 edition of the show. It was a trending topic in social media when Fabros became 
popular while Carrabuena was suspended by the company, but he made a public apology with 
MMDA Chairman Francis Tolentino a few weeks later. Fabros refused to accept his apology. 
Fabros was promoted to a Rank II traffic enforcer.

Bitag 


Bitag (literally Trap) is an investigative and public service program hosted by Ben Tulfo and 


produced by BST Tri-Media Productions that airs in the Philippines. Launched on September 
14, 2002, it first aired on , iated Broadcasting Company (now TV5) before moving the 
following year to lr 'ontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) before returning again to TV5. 


It is currently aired on the GN AN owned IBC every Friday night. During its launch, Ben 
described it as an investigative show like no other that strays away from the "packaged" 
aggressive image that the Tulfo clan is known for by adopting a more cut-throat, in-your-face 
approach. Its success also spawned a recap (later talk) show that aired during weekday 


mornings on UNTV asBitag Live, and simulcast on radio through DZME and DWUN. As of 
February 2013, Bitag Live is currently aired on Aksyo and simulcast on D 

Bitag is also a segment of the TV5 public service program 73: Reload, where Ben co-hosts with

Format Edit 


An episode usually contains 3 different cases set to stock film, music and industrial sound 
effects sardonically narrated by Ben before wrapping it up with an educational segment 
sponsored byPAGCOR. Bitag operates semi-autonomously, 

conductingreconnaissance and surveillance and deploys their own agents asundercovers. 
When enough intelligence is gathered, Ben coordinates with the local authorities to plan the 
manner of arrest and follows them with his convoy of security back-ups and camera men to 
document the entire procedure and its aftermath. In accordance with Ben's eschewal of "drama 
and production in favor of "real reality", most cases air days after the shoot with minor cuts and 
editing used only to fit the documented footage under 10 minute segments. This is further 
proven by Ben's occasional absence in his AksyonTV show Bitag Live on weekdays, when he 
personally oversees certain case operations. 


The programs segments are classified according to their nature: 


= Operations, which document actual Bitag operations in coordination with law enforcement 
elements. 

= Updates, or follow-up reports on the status of successful Bitag operations. 

= Kilos Pronto segments, which showcase immediate action or assistance on complaints or 
concerns. 

= Akto segments, usually depicting irregularities or "questionable" situations unexpectedly 
encountered by Bitag (caught in the act). 

= Wanted, a new segment featuring the apprehension of a "wanted" criminal. 

= Biblically Speaking, a biblical related segment hosted by Bro. Eli Soriano. This was only 
seen during the program's UNTV years. 


= Rewind, replays of existing episodes, often as reminders to the public. 


For safety reasons, the Bitag strike force is fully armed and trained in self-defense disciplines 
(including Tulfo himself) and comprises professional security personnel. They are also allowed 
to carry their firearms in airplanes and vessels provided they surrender it prior to departure. 
However, the team still makes it a point to request assistance from the local authorities when 
dwelling in unfamiliar territory in accordance with the law. 


Bitag was originally pitched to other TV networks but an unidentified "Tulfo" was opposed to it [2] 


Bitag Live Edit 

In 2004, UNTV provided Ben with his own daily morning show Bahala si Bitag (taking its name 
from his bi-weekly newspaper column of the same name) where Ben fields questions and 
complaints from callers in addition to showing re-runs of cases for the purpose of alerting the 
public. 

The show has since renamed to Bitag Live. The show underwent through a series of changes in 
conjunction with their tagline of "continuous change for the better", incorporating their Kilos 
Pronto segment (from Bitag) into their show as a live help line and updated the stale set with a 
more modern look - most noticeably their use of a Plasma TV backdrop. (Those were later 
removed.) BITAG Live also has invited guests to speak regarding cases Bitag currently holds, or 
to speak regarding current issues. They also add a religious portion Biblically Speaking hosted 
by Bro. Eli Soriano. In 2007, Ben started prefacing lectures with "were taking care of business" 
when showing his subjects how Bitag would deal with the matter. Consequently, Takin' Care of 
Business by Bachman-Turner Overdrive is used as the theme song on one of their remixed ads. 
Late in the show's UNTV tenure, it also added lifestyle-related segments. 

In 2013, the program found a new home on TV5's free-to-air UHF station AksyonTV: the said 
station also airs brothers Erwin and Raffy's own programs Punto Asintado and Wanted sa 
Radyo respectively, as well as 73: Reload, all of which also simulcast on radio through DWFM. 


Appearance of other Tulfo Siblings in Bitag Edit 


In 2006, Erwin Tulfo, Ben's younger brother and a contracted but underused employee of ABS- 
CBN, officially joined Bitag, and Bahala si Bitag was renamed to Bahala sina Ben at Erwin as 
both would answer calls and discuss subjects on air equally in addition to having his own 
segment (under the motif Mission-X) on its main show. The pairing did not last long and BSTs 
title has since reverted to the previous title after Erwin left to team up with his other 
brothersRamon Tulfo and Raffy Tulfo in the show Isumbong Mo (Tulfo Brothers) on RPN-9. The 
latter aired its final episode on August 12, 2006 [3] 

Facing charges of libel, Erwin re-joined Bitag on March 1, 2007 albeit in a lesser capacity. Erwin 
often accompany Ben during high-profile cases or works individually, no longer sharing hosting 
duties on BST. Back then, Erwin maintains a subgroup called Mission-X, as well as its own 


separate action center, that peers with Bitag's. Ben and Erwin occasionally combine their 
workforce (Bitag and Mission-X) when necessary. There were times Erwin handled certain 
BITAG cases and encounters the suspects themselves in lieu of Ben, particularly in sensitive 
cases that requires a little more restraint. 

However, Erwin left Bitag and has since spun off his own brand of public service to TV5's Tutok 
Tulfo. 

Raffy from Wanted sa Radyo has also been featured in Bitag on October 11, 2008, in an 
episode of him helping out on an investigation, and in a drug den raid. Similarly,[[[Ramon 
Tulfo]], the eldest of the siblings, has also appeared in BITAG as well, during the drug den raid 
in Mabalacat, Pampanga. 

All 4 public service brands by the mentioned siblings (Bitag, Erwin's Mission-X, Raffy's Wanted 
sa Radyo and Ramon's Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo!; Raffy and Ramon's tandem is also called 
Tulfo Brothers alternatively.) has united together at least once in a given operation. Ramon 
Tulfo's Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo! made a comeback to DZIQ, PDI's radio arm, before returning 
to DWIZ. Ramon's younger brothers would eventually end up as hosts for TV5's public service 
program 73: Reload, although Ramon later became a co-host himself briefly prior to the 
infamous incident with Raymart Santiago and Claudine Barretto. 


Unique elements Edit 


Although the concept of investigative and public service programs are hardly new on local 
television, there are still differences between the show and most of its rivals. While their peers 
are restricted entirely to the confines of their studio/shooting location or function exclusively as 
"hosts", Ben considers himself as an investigator (but still he was a media personality), and is 
on the field most of the time while still regarding his prey with the same unabashed contempt, 
regardless of proximity. Most importantly, the show doesn't discriminate and has handled cases 
both small and large and is nonchalant with regards to the background of the felons they pursue 
- be it the child of a network executive, high-ranking police officers, government institutions, city 
mayors, foreigners, relatives of influential entities or huge crime syndicates - as host Ben Tulfo 
always says, "Walang sinasanto't walang sinisino ang patibong ng Bitag!" (The snare of Bitag 
recognizes and discriminates no one!) 


Host Edit 


Perhaps the shows main draw is its host (and also producer and director) Ben Tulfo who 
subscribes to the adage "it takes a wolf to catch a wolf" which, more often that not, leads to 
precarious situations that he immerses himself with gusto. Each case, Ben finds himself getting 
in the face of his subjects, be it ordinary suspects or policemen - sparring verbally (often laced 
with profanity) and at times, physically. Being the shows producer as well, he prefers an 
approach and presentation that lets the viewers see the true face of reality, no matter how grim 
or disturbing it is - the lack of a formal script means no dramatizations or re-enactments, as said 


by the shows tagline, "Hindi ito drama, di tulad ng iba!", and guarantees audiences of raw, 
documented footage of events as they happened. 


Ben, at one point, adapts his show title as his moniker or nickname, calling himself Bitag. 


Reaction and Controversy Edit 


As a result of his brazenfaced exploits, Ben has received generous praise from supporters who 
find his brand of crusaders zeal efficient when dealing with the scourges of society, and also 
jeers from those who consider his behavior repulsive and inappropriate for a media personality. 


His aforementioned recklessness has also led to several tension-filled incidents that range from 
minor physical confrontations to an actual firearm being pointed at him and his staff, prompting 
many to speculate if he will ever tone down his approach in the interest of his own public image 
and safety. These gripes are regularly brought up by furious viewers, to which Ben contends 
that as long as his actions are for the greater good, he will continue to press on with his 
methods regardless. 


It has competition from ABS-CBN's XXX: Exklusibong, Explosibong, Exposé that was hosted 
by Julius Babao, Pinky Webb and Alex Santos. Ex-Bitag operatives comprise most of its staff 
and the shows title appears to lampoon the suffix X-treme in Bitag. Another competing 
investigative television show of this genre of public service, although in a later timeslot, is GMA 
Network's /mbestigador. 

Other competitions include his other brother's brand of public service, including Wanted sa 
Radyo, Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo!, and his former co-host's brand, Tutok Tulfo. Bitag 
acknowledges the existence of such other shows, and he insists that Bitag, oriented to public 
service, is out of the ordinary because of its unusual focus on real reality, unabridged by typical 
broadcasting standards. 


Ben is not afraid nor ashamed of exposing anomalies committed even by his own employees at 
BST Tri-Media, in which has resulted in the expulsion of two of his employees to date. 


Principles Edit 


Tulfos guiding principles are plain and simple, which he iterates at the end of the program: 


Makikita ang katotohanan kung sumbungan ang pag-uusapan sa Bitag. Ang pagtitiwalay 
nakakamit dahil sa resulta - GAWA, HINDI NGAWA. Dito nakakamit ang salitang RESPETO. 


If you're talking about complaints and public service, Bitag addresses and reveals the truth and 
reality. Results earn you trust - walk the walk, not talk the talk. Not whining on the problem, just 
acting upon the solution. It is through this that you earn respect.

Return to TV5 Edit 


Bitag's contract on IBC has expired, and he did not renew. Bitag was forced to move to UNTV's 
Saturday night slots. Ben Tulfo eventually moved his TV show to AksyonTV, the sister channel 
of his former network TV5. He teamed up with his other brothers from the other stations and 
made a TV show called 73: Reload (renamed from 73: Kapatid, Sagot Kita! following the 
infamous tirade to Raymart Santiago and Claudine Barretto regarding the assault of elder 
brother Ramon in May 2012). 

On October 14, 2011, he returned to TV5. Another spin-off premiered 

on AksyonTV entitled Pinoy US Cops Ride Along where it chronicles the operations of Filipino 
police officers in the United States. Both Bitag later returned to |BCand Pinoy US Cops later 
moved to the People's Television Network, albeit in a producer's cut variety and in broadcast 
syndication,[4] while the UNTV version continued to air Fridays in a commercial-free tandem with 
Pinoy US Cops: Ride Along in a director's cut. 


Ben became involved in the controversy of T3 when he, along with brothers Erwin and Raffy, 
vowed that the assault towards their eldest brother Mon would not go unanswered. 


At the start of 2013, UNTV dropped Bitag, Pinoy US Cops and Bitag Live from its list of 
programs. Bitag Live then found a home on 92.3 News FM and AksyonTV, furthermore 

the Bitag segment on 73: Reload was revived after it was renamed Caught in the Act following 
the said program's reformat.

Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? was broadcast from 2000 to 2002 on the government- 
sequestered Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation, produced by Viva Television,[1][2] and 
was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon and returned on IBC in February 25, 2012 currently 
hosted by Robi Domingo (as of January 25, 2014) and was previously hosted by Christopher de 
Leon for 2000-2014. On May 23, 2009, the game show returned under a new home 

over TV5,[3] with actor-host-comedian Vic Sotto as the new host.[4][5]

The contestant who does so correctly and in the fastest 
time goes on to sit in a chair in the center of the set, known as the "Hot Seat," and play for the 
prize. Once in the Hot Seat, the contestant is asked increasingly difficult general knowledge 
questions by the host. Questions are multiple choice: four possible answers are given (labeled 
A, B, C, and D), and the contestant must choose the correct one. Upon answering a question 
correctly, the contestant wins a certain amount of money. After questions, the host will ask the 
contestant "is that your final answer?" When a contestant says "final" in conjunction with one of 
the answers, it is official, and cannot be changed. For the first few questions, there is a 
possibility for the contestant to leave with no money if they fail to reach the guaranteed 
amounts. 


IBC Version Edit 

The first version of the show was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon. The first season of the 
original Millionaire, which began on November 20, 2000, had its 15th question prize of 
P1,000,000. In 2001, the final question's prize was doubled to P2,000,000. 

The show lost its popularity soon after its original studio in Parahaque City (Viva Television 
Studio, the same one used by the Philippine version of The Weakest Link) was destroyed by a 
fire, and after the show moved to Riverbanks Center in Marikina City. Its last original episode 
was aired December 14, 2002. 

No one has ever won the game by way of answering all fifteen questions correctly in this 
incarnation. There have been two contestants who went the closest: DLSU professor Amelita 
Lopez-Forbes and actress Sharon Cuneta, who each answered 14 questions correctly and won 
a million pesos in separate instances in 2001. 

On February 2012, after an almost 10-year hiatus, Viva Television announced to comeback 

of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? airing on Viva-TV on IBC with Christopher de Leon that 
relaunch on February 25, 2012. On the other hand, the game show also relaunched The 
Weakest Link, hosted by Richard Yap. 

A promo is being sponsored by the network in connection to comeback acquired license of the 
international version of the game show. The show was first revealed by Christopher de Leon on 
the September 7, 2013 episode. De Leon voiced his 5-minute resentment over close to Vic 
Sotto.

the Hospicio de San Jose.[8] Coincidentally, the 13th question in her game was about the 
orphanage's exact location.

Of 
note, he did not use his lifelines up to the P600,000 question. When his last lifeline, Phone-A- 
Friend, was used during the final question, he was given one of the wrong answers. Also, the 
first fourteen were asked in the previous episode aired a week before. The translation of the 
question that Aguilar answered correctly can be seen st the right. 


Gaeilo Pajinag, Jr. (October 20, 2013) Edit

the person of IT auditor Eduardo "Gaeilo" Pajinag, Jr. on October 20, 2013. According to him, 


he auditioned seven times before being accepted on his 8th audition.[11] He is the first winner of 
the new money tree, the High-Risk money tree. The final question was about Jabberwocky, the 
poem written by Lewis Carroll where he used nonsense words. The other options were 
synonyms to "nonsense." After carefully deducing on his answer, to the extent that he 
mentioned where the dance group Jabbawockeez got their name, he ultimately went on to win 
the 2-million peso top-prize. 


Who Deserves to Be a Millionaire? Edit 


For four episodes starting from December 12, 2009 to January 2, 2010, a special charity edition 
of the show was held called Who Deserves to Be a Millionaire?. |12] Each episode comprised 
one celebrity and a representative from his/her chosen charity playing as a team. Rules stayed 
the same. The tradition returned on December 4, 2011. The Philippines was the second country 
to use the Deserves title and format, the first was Nigeria in 2007.

History Edit 

First broadcast under the name Willing Willie, the show was formed as a result of the 
cancellation of Wowowee and the transfer of Willie Revillame to TV5. Several personalities 
from Wowowee appearing on Willing Willie include DJ Coki Meneses (disc jockey), Owen Ercia 
(floor director), Anna Feliciano (choreographer), April "Congratulations" Gustillo, Lovely Abella 
and some former ASF dancers who comprise the in-house WW.Girls.[5][6] 

The show premiered on October 23, 2010 with Willie Revillame as host and Mo Twister as co- 
host. It was earlier reported that Revillame was courting Sandra Seiffert and Venus Raj as co- 
hosts, but both declined the offer.[7|[8]Valenzuela City councilor Shalani Soledad accepted the 
job, eventually appearing on the November 8, 2010 episode.[9} 


Dancer feuds Edit 

Two WW.Girl members, Aprilyn "Congratulations" Gustillo and Monique "Pak" Natada, were 
suspended for five days from the show on November 2010 because of a fight over a 
lipstick.[10][11] On January 12, 2011, the WW.Girls group was given a three-day suspension for 
fighting over each other in Twitter.[12|[13] 


Copyright infringement allegations Edit 

On November 24, 2010, ABS-CBN filed a copyright infringement suit against Willie Revillame, 
Wil Productions, Inc. and TV5 for allegedly copying Wowowee in Willing Willie. However, 
hearings on the case, which was filed at the Makati Regional Trial Court Branch 66 under 
presiding judge Joselito C. Villarosa, was suspended after the Court of Appeals granted the 
request for a temporary restraining order (TRO) by TV5.[14) 

TV5 then filed a petition for certiorari, prohibition and writ of preliminary injunction before the 
Court of Appeals. ABS-CBN responded by filing a motion seeking to dismiss the petition of the 
former. On March 10, 2011, the Court of Appeals ruled in favor of TV5.[15][16] 


Child abuse controversy Edit 

On March 12, 2011, Willing Willie featured a segment in which a 6-year old boy performed a 
‘macho dance' to the tune of Dr. Dre's The Next Episode as his talent. At first, the incident came 
and went without much clamor. It wasn't until a clip of the show was posted on YouTube that it 
began eliciting an online furor. On March 25, Benjamin Pimental of the Inquirer wrote, "We have 
a big problem if it’s OK for most people to let a big shot TV host treat a child like 

garbage."[17] This was followed by the Department of Social Welfare and 

Development releasing a statement three days later asserting that this was a clear case of child 
abuse.[181][19][20] In a press statement, the DSWD condemned 'the emotional abuse and 
humiliation bestowed on a six-year-old child contestant'.[21] The Commission on Human Rights 
(CHR) is currently pursuing an investigation of the program for violating Section 10 of Republic 
Act No. 7610, or the Special Protection of Children Against Abuse, Exploitation, and 
Discrimination Act.[22] 

The Movie and Television Review and Classification Board is also conducting hearings on the 
issue. On April 8, three members of the MTRCB panel inhibited from the case.[23] The decision 
of the MTRCB is due by the end of May.[24] 

The issue received condemnation from the Catholic Bishops Conference of the Philippines, 
showbiz personalities by the likes of Jim Paredes|25], Bianca Gonzalezj25], Lea Salonga, Aiza 
Seguerra[26], Leah Navarro (of the Black and White Movement), K Brosas, Agot Isidro, Mylene 
Dizon (of rival program Mara Clara) and Tuesday Vargas, through the social networking site 
Twitter, columnists of the Philippine Daily Inquirer such as Randy David,[27] Rina Jimenez- 
David, [28][291/30] Michael Tan,[31] and Benjamin Pimentelj17], as well as militant organizations 
such as GABRIELA. 

Mang Inasal, Procter & Gamble, CDO, Cebuana Lhuiller, Nutri-Asia and Unilever pulled out their 
advertisements from the show on the first week of April[32] after pressures resulting from this 
controversy .[33][34] 

As a result, Revillame announced that the show would be on hiatus starting April 11. He warned 
that charges would also be filed against those who attacked him on Twitter. [35][36|[37][38] He 
questioned why only Willing Willie was singled out, while other shows such 

as Showtime and Goin' Buliliti39] were not. 

On April 18, 2011, Revillame stated that he would no longer file charges against the celebrities 
who attacked him on Twitter. [40] 

On April 25, 2011, the End Child Prostitution, Child Pornography and Trafficking of Children for 
Sexual Purposes (ECPAT) filed a child abuse case against Revillame, TV5 and its officials, 
including chairman Manuel V. Pangilinan.[41] The DSWD filed a similar suit two days later.[42] 
The show did not resume on April 25, pending a go-signal from TV5.[43] On April 27, 

the Philippine Entertainment Portal reported that the show would resume on May 7 with a new 
format. 


On May 3, 2011, MTRCB issued a month-long suspension for the show and placed it under 
probationary status, meaning that the show needs daily permits from the MTRCB before airing 
after the suspension is lifted. The days that had passed since the show voluntarily went off the 
air on April 8 were counted.[44] 


Poverty perpetuation Edit 

In the process of deliberating the sanctions against Willing Willie, the MTRCB, saying that it was 
heeding the call for sweeping reforms of the television industry, also brought up the matter of 
whether the show, and others like it on Philippine television, attracts its audience by offering 
'quick fixes' to the audience members' poverty in the form of prize money.[45] 

In the decision of the board in which it suspended the Willing Willie show,[44], it stated[45]:

Every Sunday at 4 p.m. will be owned by Showbiz Pulis, which will be hosted by Cristy Fermin, 
Lucy Torres, Raymond Gutierrez, and Joey Reyes. 


Galvante said the format is best explained by its tagline: “Intriga under arrest.” Showbiz issues 
will be clarified and given closure, with some help from their chief reporters: Dan Castano, MJ 
Marfori, and Divine Lee. For Galvante's part, she described it as a “back to back combination of 
funny entertainment... walang drama ito.” PEP.ph (Philippine Entertainment Portal) asked: Has 
the network addressed the “hindi mapanood” and “mahina ang signal” complaints of viewers?
